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Special 
prosecutor 
named in 
murder case 

Commonwealth Attorney withdraws, 
citing 'little experience'in criminal cases

Less than six weeks into his first term as Common¬ 
wealth’s Attorney for Casey and Adair County, Gail L. 
Williams has asked for a special prosecutor in the upcom¬ 
ing trial of two men charged in the shooting death of Glea¬ 
son Pyles in Dunnville last September. 

Williams’ letter, dated Feb. 6, and addressed to Shawna 
Virgin Kincer, Executive Director in the Office of Special 
Prosecutions in Attorney General Jack Conway’s Office, 
cites his unwillingness to prosecute the case. 

“This is an extremely important case to the Casey Coun¬ 
ty community in particular, as well as the Commonwealth 
in general. As you may be aware, I am a newly elected 
Commonwealth’s Attorney with little experience in crimi¬ 
nal matters,” Williams stated. 

Williams also cited a large workload as another reason 
to recuse himself from the case. 

“In addition, I have inherited an extremely heavy casel¬ 
oad, which I am struggling to resolve,” he said. 

Responding to Williams’ request, Kiner states in a let¬ 
ter that “as authorized under Kentucky Revised Statutes, 
Chapter 15, this office will handle the above matter as spe¬ 
cial prosecutor.” 

The letter, filed on Friday in the the Casey Circuit Court 
Clerk’s office, goes on to state that Kincer will be the pros¬ 
ecutor in the cases against William Bobby Rigdon and Da¬ 
vid Salyers, who are charged with murder and complicity 
to commit murder, respectively. 

Williams refused to comment to The Casey County 
News on this case. On two separate occasions within the 
past 10 days, Williams has said that he has “nothing to 
say” to a reporter. A call on Friday to Mike Harris, Wil¬ 
liams’ assistant in Columbia, was not returned. 

Lebanon defense attorney Ted Lavit, who’s representing 
David Salyers, said on Friday that he wasn’t aware of Wil¬ 
liams’ request to be replaced. 

“It doesn’t matter to me who prosecutes this case. I’ve 
been doing research since I left the courtroom and we’re 
preparing for motions that’ll come up in about a month,” 
Lavit said. 

Lavit was referring to a bond reduction hearing on Feb. 

8 in Casey Circuit Court where he sought unsuccessfully 
to have Salyer’s $1 million bond reduced. Salyers and 
Rigdon remain in the Casey County Detention Center un¬ 
der $1 million bonds. 

In that hearing, Williams and Lavit clashed over wheth¬ 
er their witnesses were telling the truth. 

But a lack of experience isn’t the reason Williams won’t 
be prosecuting another case where he’ll be replaced with 
a special prosecutor. 

Certain conflict 

Danville defense attorney Richard Clay, representing 
a defendant in a separate and unrelated criminal case in 
Casey Circuit Court, said that Williams approached him

County gets $500K for new college 


$50K awarded to local entrepreneur

If no news is good news, 
getting confirmation that 
a major grant has been 
awarded is even better 
news. 

Casey County Judge/ 
Executive Ronald Wright 


told magistrates during 
Monday’s meeting that 
he received a letter from 
the Department of Local 
Government in Frankfort 
stating the county has been 
approved for a $500,000 
Community Development 
Block Grant for the pro¬ 
posed college in down¬ 


town Liberty. The grant 
was approved by Gov. 
Steve Beshear. 

These funds will be 
added to the approximate¬ 
ly $600,000 already on 
hand for the project that’s 
expected to cost about $3 
million. 

Last year, the city and 
county each pledged 
$250,000 and the Liberty- 
Casey County Economic 
Development Authority 


pledged $225,000 toward 
the project, with $100,000 
of that amount to be paid 
over a 10 year period for 
maintenance of the build¬ 
ing. 

Wright said that another 
$500,000 has been applied 
for through the Appala¬ 
chian Regional Commis¬ 
sion and the county should 
have an answer by mid-

In the wake of President Obama’s 
pledge to tighten gun control laws 
in the U.S. and amidst rumors that 
guns and ammunition will be harder 
to purchase as a result of stricter 
measures, one local gun dealer is 
having to scramble to keep guns and 
ammo in his store. 

Mark Beard, owner of Beard’s 
Trading Post on North U.S. 127 and 
the only gun dealer in Liberty, said 
he isn’t overly worried because he’s 
seen this before. 

“When Obama was elected the 
first time, there was a run on guns 
and ammo and it lasted about six 
months. And this time, it’ll all be 
over in about six months,” Beard 


said. 

While it’s good for business, 
Beard said that finding and keeping 
sufficient quantities of ammo — es¬ 
pecially the popular .22 rimfire — 
has become a challenge. 

Whereas prior to the current ammo 
buying frenzy Beard purchased 
ammo from wholesale distributors, 
now he’s having to buy it from fel¬ 
low dealers, who he says look out 
for each other. 

“I got in 25,000 rounds of .22 


ammo on Thursday and less than 24 
hours later, it was gone,” he said. 

One reason he cannot keep ammo 
is the price he sells it for, which he 
said is the same as last year’s price. 

“I live here and my customers 
know that I’m not going to raise 
prices in times like these,” he said. 

Also, Beard said that another rea¬ 
son he runs his business the way he 
always has is the loyalty of custom-

Casey County will no longer send animals to Taylor shelter

Come mid-April, Casey 
County will no longer send 
its stray animals to be ad¬ 
opted or euthanized at the 
Taylor County Animal 
Shelter. 

Taylor County Fiscal 
Court recently made the 


move to no longer accept 
animals in the wake of deal¬ 
ing with numerous open 
records requests alleging 
animal cruelty on the part 
of shelter employees, an 
accusation which Taylor 
County Judge/Executive 
Eddie Rogers denies. 

Rogers addressed these 
and other rumors in a press 
conference on Friday after 
magistrates voted on Feb. 
12 to change the shelter to 


a holding facility. 

Casey County Judge/ 
Executive Ronald Wright 
said that while he has 
heard about the shelter, 
he’s received no official 
confirmation from Taylor 
County of not accepting 
any more animals. 

Casey County Fiscal 
Court contracted with Tay¬ 
lor County to take stray 
animals for an annual fee 
of $18,500. Only one pay¬ 


ment has been made this 
year, for $1,542 for servic¬ 
es in January, said County 
Treasurer Debbie Vaughn. 

Further, Wright said that 
when he receives official 
notification that the shel¬ 
ter is no longer taking the 
county’s animals, magis¬ 
trates will address the is¬ 
sue. 

In Taylor County, rumors 
circulated that the shelter 
was closing for good. 


That’s not true, Rogers 
said, as the shelter will in 
mid-April become a hold¬ 
ing facility. Adoptions will 
no longer be offered at the 
shelter, he said, and the 
county is in the midst of 
searching for a county to 
contract with to house its 
stray animals. 

At Friday’s press confer¬ 
ence, which lasted about 
three minutes, Rogers said 
the county has received 


numerous open records 
requests over the past two 
years, which are allowed 
by law, but the expense 
to comply with those has 
been costly. 

Rogers said the shelter is 
projected at costing more 
than $300,000 to oper¬ 
ate for the year, which is 
50 percent more than last 
year’s costs.

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Editorial 

Elected, and paid, 
to serve 

Love us or hate us, at times we get both from elected 
officials for doing our job reporting the news. 

And concerning Gail L. Williams, our newly elected 
Commonwealth’s Attorney for Casey and Adair coun¬ 
ties, our relationship has gotten off to a decidedly rocky 
start. 

Williams refuses to comment on anything to our news¬ 
paper, saying that he, well, has “nothing to say to us.” 

We suspect that it’s because of our coverage of Ron- 
ney Hatter’s lawsuit last fall seeking Williams’ removal 
from the ballot based on what the suit contends was Wil¬ 
liams’ lack of residential qualifications, and not based on 
his ability to do the job. 

The case is pending in the Kentucky Court of Appeals 
and a decision is expected within the near future. 

But now comes word that Williams has asked to be 
replaced in the upcoming trial of two men — William 
Bobby Rigdon and David Salyers — charged in the mur¬ 
der of Gleason Pyles last fall in Dunnville. 

In a letter to Attorney General Jack Conway’s office, 
Williams stated that he has “little experience” in criminal 
matters and facing a heavy caseload as reasons not to try 
the case. 

Shawna Virgin Kincer, Executive Director in the Of¬ 
fice of Special Prosecutions, will pinch hit for Williams. 

In addition to this being a murder case, Williams would 
have had to face two experienced defense attorneys in 
Public Defender Shelby Horn and Lebanon attorney Ted 
Lavit, representing Rigdon and Salyers, respectively. 

While it’s commendable that Williams doesn’t want 
to possibly lose the cases or make errors that might be 
overturned on appeal, it still doesn’t excuse his being 
replaced. 

With more than two decades experience as a Kentucky 
State Trooper and more than a decade as a lawyer, Wil¬ 
liams should know his way around a courtroom. 

On top of that, Williams has seen how commonwealth 
attorneys work and he should have carefully weighed the 
sheer volume of cases and the gravity of major felony 
cases before running for the office. 

And evidently, from a previous interview with a Co¬ 
lumbia newspaper, Williams said that he believed he was 
going to be an “effective prosecutor.” 

Casey Circuit Judge Judy Vance, elected the same time 
as Williams, is also facing this murder trial as her first 
major case of this type. 

Her honor hasn’t made a request to the Common¬ 
wealth to be replaced on the bench in these cases. She 
was elected to do a job and she’s doing it. 

Mr. Williams should follow suit.

The Liberty City Council 
recognized a former council¬ 
man for dedicating 18 years 
to serving the city. 

Jim Ellison was presented 
a plaque and honored for his 
nine consecutive terms on 
the council during the Feb. 
13 meeting. 

“He was always a very in¬ 
volved city councilman and 
always interested in mak¬ 
ing the city a better place,” 
said Mayor Steve Sweeney, 
who worked with Ellison 
as mayor the last 14 years. 
“We wanted to recognize 
his years of service and wish 
him well.” 

Ellison, 64, started out on 
the council in 1994. 

“I thought I might actually 
help things get better and 
went to work on it,” Ellison 
said. “We had some pretty 
good years and dealt with a 
lot.” 

Looking back, there are a 
number of things Ellison is 
proud of. 

“We built the new city 
hall, renovated the water and 
sewer plants, got new water 
tanks, upgraded the police 
department big time and 
got new cruisers for them,” 
he said. “We bought a new 
fire truck and garbage truck. 
In those 18 years, we really 
did a lot of things. We got 
the college started; it hasn’t 
come out yet, but it will.” 


During last year’s election, 
Ellison’s seat on the council 
was taken by a newcomer. 

“Usually when you get 
beat, you just go out. They 
chose to honor me being 
there and I appreciate that,” 
he said. 

Ellison is content now but 
would like to leave the door 
open to possibly run for city 
council again. 

“A lot can change in two 
years,” he said. “I really 
enjoyed it and I think I did 
a good job. We got a lot of 
good things done while I was 
on there. I really have very 
few issues that I’m not proud 
of that we did.” 

In other news, the council: 

■ Approved extending 
streetlights along North U.S. 
127 to the city’s welcome 
sign. The same motion had 
previously died for lack of a 
second in October when the 
council discussed approving 
the proposal from G.R.W. 
Engineers Inc. to map out 
where streetlights should be 
placed along North U.S. 127 
at a cost of $7,800. 

At last month’s meet¬ 
ing the council had agreed 
to table the discussion until 
construction started near the 
commercial development 
owned by Ronnie Davis near 
Roadside Park and Connec¬ 
tor Road. 

Davis had made the re¬ 
quest for new lights to be 
installed past his car lot, Dis¬ 
count Auto Sales of Liberty. 


His son Matt Davis spoke to 
the council on Feb. 13 about 
improving the safety for resi¬ 
dents and those traveling on 
U.S. 127 by installing the 
lights. 

Sweeney said Kentucky 
Utilities would install the 
lights for free but it would 
cost the city about $400 a 
month in electricity once the 
estimated 20 lights were in¬ 
stalled. 

After discussing the heavy 
traffic at the intersection and 
concerns for future requests 
for streetlights to be extend¬ 
ed to the southern city lim¬ 
its, the council voted unani¬ 
mously to move forward 
with the lights. 

■ Voted to close portions 
of River Road, located be¬ 
hind Liberty Square shop¬ 
ping center. 

“We have different individ¬ 
uals who own property next 
to River Road who would 
like to use their property and 
not have to be concerned 
about the city utilizing it in 


the future,” Sweeney said. 
“We really don’t have a rea¬ 
son to use it and it’s no ben¬ 
efit to us. It would be a ben¬ 
efit to the property owners 
so we are going to proceed 
with plans to close the por¬ 
tion north of Scanlon Drive 
and south of Tme’s Electric. 
The part that mns behind the 
shopping center will remain 
a city street.” 

Sweeney said that they will 
begin work on the procedure 
for closing the two portions 
of the road this week. 

“We have to contact all of 
the adjacent property owners 
and go through all the state 
requirements to close a city 
street,” he said. 

This will include giving 
written notice and receiving 
written, notarized consent to 
the closing from all property 
owners in or abutting River 
Road or the portion being 
closed. 

If the two portions are 
closed, the city may deed the 
closed area to the property 


owners. 

“It’ll be available to the 
adjacent property owners 
to utilize and we may even 
deed it to them; I’m not 
sure,” Sweeney said. 

■ Passed a resolution to 
move forward with a Safe 
Routes to School grant for 
sidewalks. The city has been 
approved for a $148,865 
grant with Liberty Elemen¬ 
tary School and the Ken¬ 
tucky Transportation Cabi¬ 
net to place new sidewalks 
on Wolford and Whipp av¬ 
enues, with the possibility 
of an additional portion on 
Montgomery Street. 

“The grant is to help make 
it easier for kids to get to 
school,” Sweeney said. “For 
ones who walk or want to 
ride a bike, they can.” 

The city will be responsi¬ 
ble for the removal of the old 
sidewalks and the grant will 
cover the cost to put in a new 
sidewalk, Sweeney said. 

■ Heard the mayor’s re¬ 
port: 


The city will have a Fourth 
of July celebration, a ghost 
walk in October, and the tra¬ 
ditional Christmas celebra¬ 
tion. 

“We’ve missed one or two 
in the last couple of years,” 
he said. “We’ll have them for 
the community once again.” 

Sweeney updated the 
council on the city’s bond 
refinancing. The agreement 
will be finalized at the end 
of February and should save 
the city around $1.9 million 
over the life of the bonds, 
Sweeney said. 

Sweeney told the council 
that a committee needs to 
be formed to meet with Neal 
Cundiff with the Lake Cum¬ 
berland Area Development 
District. Cundiff is work¬ 
ing on the city’s new com¬ 
prehensive plan, including 
future planning and zoning 
plans. 

Liberty City Council will 
meet at 5 p.m. March 13 at 
City Hall.

ECCWD accepting bids 
for $1.5 million project

After more than a year, the 
East Casey County Water Dis¬ 
trict is ready to accept bids for 
its $1.5 million-project. 

“We’ve allocated all the 
easements and land needed 
for the project,” said Andy 
Greynolds, ECCWD manag¬ 
er. “The funding is in place, all 
the paperwork’s ready and the 
Lake Cumberland Area De¬ 
velopment District (LCADD) 
gave us the OK that we’re 
ready to bid.” 

The water project, funded 
with a low-interest state re¬ 
volving loan, includes about 
11 miles of new water lines, 
a 200,000-gallon water tank, 
two water pumps and one 
pneumatic pressure tank 
building, Greynolds said. 

Jim Brown, community 
development specialist with 
LCADD, has been working 
with ECCWD for the last 
eight months securing funds 
for the $1.5 million project. 

“It’s divided into two con¬ 
struction projects,” Brown 
said. 

One phase of the project 
will include new lines to help 
get publicly-treated water to 
low-density population areas 
in the southeastern part of the 
county, including the Brown 
Ridge and Sand Knob areas 
— adding around 40 new cus¬ 
tomers. 

“These lines are to people 
who don’t have water,” Greyn¬ 
olds said. “We are down to the 
last 8 or 9 percent that don’t 
have access yet.” 

The second phase will pro¬ 
vide better supply for residents 
in Yosemite and Middleburg 
with a new 200,000-gallon 
tank and pump. 

The population has grown 
since the pipes were first laid 
in 1979, Greynolds said. The 
addition of Jones Park El- 
ementaiy, a school serving 
about 460 students, has also 
increased the need for water 
storage and flow to that area. 

“The project will upgrade 
our ability to serve about 2,500 
people,” Greynolds said. 

Hie project had been held 
up trying to secure four road 
frontage sites, ranging from 
25-by-25 feet to 100-by- 
100 feet. In December, Ed¬ 
die Brown, an engineer with 
Kenvirons, Inc. in Frankfort, 
told the board that the project 
was granted approval by the 
Kentucky Division of Water 
and permission to advertise 
for construction bids would 
be granted as soon as the last 
deed was completed. 

The last site on East Ky. 70 
was recently purchased for 
$5,000. ECCWD had already 
purchased a 50-by-50 foot site 
below the bus garage on East 
Ky. 70 for $1 from the Casey 


other sites in the Sand Knob 
area for $1 each. 

ECCWD will be opening 
bids for the water project on 
March 11. After that, con¬ 
struction can begin. 

“I think the construction 
period will be about seven or 
eight months,” Jim Brown 
said. 

Bond refinancing 

The board passed two reso¬ 
lutions on Feb. 12 that could 
save ECCWD more than half 
a million dollars by 2039. 

“It’s going to save us sev¬ 
eral hundred thousand dollars 
of taxpayers’ money,” Board 
Chairman Ricky Carman 
said. 

ECCWD will be refinanc¬ 
ing its seven bonds at a lower 
interest rate with the Ken¬ 
tucky League of Cities’ Ken¬ 
tucky Bond Corporation, one 
of four separate entities under 
the KLC Municipal Finance 
Program that offers bond 
pools to KLC members. 

Refinancing ECCWD’s 
seven bonds, spanning from 
1987 to 2007, at a 3.074 per¬ 
cent interest rate could save 
them $689,912 and take off 
seven years of payments, ac¬ 
cording to a handout provided 
by Ross, Sinclaire & Asso¬ 
ciates, LLC, an investment 
banking, securities brokerage 
and asset management firm in 
Lexington, at the board’s Jan¬ 
uary meeting. The refinancing 
and bids are being handled by 
RSA. 

The first resolution ap¬ 
proved an interlocal coop¬ 
eration agreement between 
ECCWD and the parties re¬ 
garding the Kentucky Bond 
Corporation. The second 
resolution approved the bond 
financing and lease agree¬ 
ments. 

The Kentucky Bond Coop¬ 
eration is a pooled financed 
program that increases access 
to the municipal bond market 
by making it easier for cities 
and local government agen¬ 
cies to obtain lower cost fi¬ 
nancing and spread the costs 
over several participants for 
public purpose projects. 

The City of Liberty passed 
its resolutions to do the same 
in January. The refinancing 
agreement is expected to save 
the city around $1.9 million 
over the life of the bonds, said 
Mayor Steve Sweeney at the 
city council’s Feb. 13 meet¬ 
ing. 

In other news, the water 
board voted to give its nine 
district employees a pay in¬ 
crease of .50 cents per hour 
beginning Jan. 1,2013. 

The ECCWD board of di¬ 
rectors’ next meeting will be 
7:30 p.m. March 12 at the wa¬ 
ter district office on U.S. 127 
South.

ers in Casey County. 

“A guy from Lexington 
called me the other day and 
offered to buy every bit of 
ammo that I have in stock. 
I told him I wouldn’t do it 
because I wouldn’t have 
any ammo for my regular 
customers,” he said. 

In addition to not be¬ 
ing able to keep sufficient 
quantities of ammo, Beard 
said that guns are moving 
real well and therefore hard 
to keep on hand. 

Pistol prices in his store 
are the same that they were 
this time last year, Beard 
said. 

And the ever popular 
AR-15 assault rifle? Beard 
said he expected to have a 
couple in the store some¬ 
time later this week, also at 
a very reasonable price. 

CCW classes 

Another way that the 
Casey County native is 
meeting customer’s de¬ 
mands is in offering classes 
in his store for those who 
want to have concealed 
carry permits. 

In Kentucky, citizens 
21 years and older can ap¬ 
ply for a concealed deadly 
weapons permit, allowing 
them to carry a weapon 
such as a pistol in certain 
places. 

Liberty resident Andy 
Lawhorn is the certified in¬ 
structor teaching the class¬ 
es since last March. And, 
according to Lawhorn, the 
classes have grown in pop¬ 
ularity. 

“More people have taken 
the course from me since 
January than I did all of 
last year,” Lawhorn said, 
adding that more women 
are taking the course. 

“We had 18 women in a 
women’s only class back in 
January. It went great be¬ 
cause I believe women in 
general tend to understand 
the importance of the class 
more than men,” Lawhorn 
said. 

Casey County resident 
Melanie King, 39, took the 
class in June. 

“I just want to be able to 
protect myself and my fam¬ 
ily. It’s my God-given right 
to carry,” she said. 

King sometimes leaves

Three die on state 
roadways Feb. 11-17 


Three people died in 
three separate crashes on 
Kentucky’s roadways from 
Monday, Feb. 11 through 
Sunday, Feb. 17. 

A single-fatality motor 
vehicle crash occurred in 
Floyd, Hopkins and Jeffer¬ 
son counties. The victims in 
Floyd and Jefferson coun¬ 
ties were not wearing seat 
belts. The crash in Hopkins 
County involved the sus¬ 
pected use of alcohol. 

Through Feb. 17, prelim¬ 
inary statistics indicate that 
57 people have lost their 
lives on Kentucky road¬ 
ways during 2013. This is 
32 fewer than reported for 
this time period in 2012. 

Of the 48 motor vehicle 
fatalities, 27 victims were 
not wearing seat belts. One 
of the two motorcycle fatal¬ 


ities was not wearing a hel¬ 
met. Six pedestrians have 
been killed. One fatality 
involving an animal drawn 
vehicle has been reported. 
A total of 12 fatalities have 
resulted from crashes in¬ 
volving the suspected use 
of alcohol. 

As of Feb. 17, Kentucky 
has had 16 days with zero 
highway fatalities reported 
during 2013.

Senate passes bills addressing a variety of issues 


The Senate continued 
working hard this week pass¬ 
ing bills addressing health¬ 
care, the state’s debt, school 
safety, economic develop¬ 
ment, and the justice system. 
I was honored to have had 
many of my constituents pay 
a visit to my Frankfort office 
to discuss issues facing this 
legislative session. Without 
further ado, let’s dive right in 
to some of the issues. 

Economic Development 

It was my honor to Chair 
my first Economic Devel¬ 
opment, Tourism and La¬ 
bor Committee meeting on 
Thursday. During that meet¬ 
ing we were able to pass some 
great pieces of legislation one 
of winch that I’m veiy proud, 
Senate Bill 89. This particular 
bill will increase growth in 
the small business sector by 
making sure all businesses 
play by the same mles and it 
streamlines compliance. 

Senate Bill 88 will allow 
for the modernization of 
phone-service in Kentucky 
making sure that the answer 
to “Can you hear me now?” 
will be a yes regardless of 
where you live. It will lead to 
many enhancements in cel¬ 
lular and broadband service 
throughout our region and the 
state. 

I am also excited the Sen¬ 
ate Appropriations and Reve¬ 
nue Committee unanimously 
approved a bill to allow uni¬ 
versities to self finance 11 
construction projects. These 
projects will be paid for with 
about $363 million in agency 
bonds which means the bonds 
will be paid off with the uni¬ 
versities revenues rather than 
state general funds. One of 
the projects that is monu¬ 
mental and exciting, is the 
University of Kentucky using 
money generated from their 
athletics department to fund a 
new science building.

Healthcare 

Senate Bill 3 allows for 
a Christian medical needs 
sharing program to return to 
Kentucky after being rejected 
last year by the Kentucky De¬ 
partment of Insurance. This 
insurance-like program has 
helped hundreds of people in 
our state afford health insur¬ 
ance and even qualifies as 
certified coverage under the 
federal Affordable Healthcare 
Act. There are three such pro¬ 
grams in Kentucky. 

Senate Bill 43 allows for 
greater access to healthcare 
by the general population by 
making it easier for physi¬ 
cian’s assistants to work in 
Kentucky. I was personally 
contacted by many medical 
doctors as well as physician 
assistants in support of this 
bill. We have many areas 
here that are medically un¬ 
derserved and these medical 
professionals fill a real need 
in our mral communities. 

State Debt Ceiling 

As many of you have read, 
Kentucky’s bond rating has 
been downgraded due partly 
to our level of bonded indebt¬ 
edness of 8.9 percent. Sen¬ 
ate Bill 10 limits state debt 
to only 6 percent of General 
Fund revenues. This is a level 
generally accepted as the 
standard by bond rating agen¬ 
cies, as well as a threshold 
the legislature has historically 
attempted to operate within. 
We cannot continue paying 
off the Visa with the Master¬ 
Card. This matter is no longer 
a fiscal imperative but a mor¬ 


al one as well. The measure 
excludes debt for universi¬ 
ties, the Kentucky Housing 
Authority, and other agen¬ 
cies using funds outside the 
General Fund, including the 
stand-alone Road Fund. 

School Safety 

Senate Bill 8 was developed 
with the intent of bringing 
something positive from the 
tragedy of Newtown, Conn. 
The bill directs school super¬ 
intendents to submit school 
safety plans to the Kentucky 
Department of Education. It 
also requires the adoption of 
a school safety plan, safety 
drills during the first month 
of school, and for school dia¬ 
grams to be shared with local 
first-responders. These are 
straight-forward and low-cost 
measures that while may not 
be able to completely prevent 
tragedy will hopefully better 
prepare us. 

Justice 

Senate Bill 23 clarifies 
that judges can authorize re¬ 
view of DNA evidence after 


conviction. If DNA is good 
enough to prove guilt, then it 
also should be able to prove 
innocence. It is a matter of 
justice and will help affirm 
the integrity of the Judiciaiy.

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State senator 
proposes pay raises 

FRANKLIN COUNTY (Frankfort) — 

Sen. Julian Carroll has filed a bill that would 
pay for state employee raises by doubling 
fines for traffic and misdemeanor offenses. 
Senate Bill 171 would establish a compen¬ 
sation fund for worker pay raises, paid for 
through half of the court fines collected by 
circuit clerks. The Finance and Administra¬ 
tion Cabinet would be in charge of adminis¬ 
tering the fund, according to the legislation. 
If passed, SB 171 would raise enough money 
to pay for 4 percent salary increases for state 
employees by 2015, which would cost about 
$20 million, Carroll, D-Frankfort, said. Rais¬ 
es of 1 percent would be granted Jan. 1,2014 
and July 1,2014, and a 2 percent pay increase 
would occur Jan. 1, 2015. Even with a 4 per¬ 
cent raise, Carroll said employees would still 
fall short of recouping what amounts to a 9.2 
percent pay cut since 2004. He requested a 
study from the Legislative Research Com¬ 
mission, which showed employees have 
been given 13.2 percent in raises since 2004 
while the Consumer Price Index, a standard 
measurement of the cost of living, rose 22.4 
percent. Fines for speeding and other traffic 
violations would double under SB 171. The 
legislation bumps Class A misdemeanors to 
between $100 and $1,000 in fines, and Class 
B misdemeanors to between $75 and $500. 
Some of those fines have not been raised in 
decades, Carroll said. “It’s time for them to 
be raised in any event anyhow.” Because SB 
171 raises and appropriates revenue, it would 
need a supermajority to pass, meaning it must 
get 23 votes if it comes to the Senate floor. 

Woman found dead on 
roadside in Garrard 

BOYLE COUNTY (Danville) — A pre¬ 
liminary autopsy has shown that a woman 
found dead by her road in Garrard County 
died of a massive heart attack. Garrard Coun¬ 
ty Coroner Daryl Hodge said a neighbor 
drove past Debbie Browning’s house on Jim 
Clark Road about 11:30 a.m. on Feb. 12. The 
neighbor said Browning, 51, was working 
on her fence row. The neighbor waved, and 
Browning waved back, Hodge said. About 
2 p.m. a Hustonville man visiting the neigh¬ 
bor left and spotted Browning’s body as he 
drove past and stopped to check on her. “He 
went back to the house to get help from the 
neighbor, and they called 911,” Hodge said. 
Browning was lying about two feet from 
the road and was dead, Hodge said. Garrard 
County Sheriff’s Office, Lancaster police, 
Kentucky State Police and emergency medi¬ 
cal personnel responded to the scene. “We 
looked to see if she had been hit by a car, 
but there were no injuries,” said Hodge, who 
pronounced the woman dead. The body was 
taken to Frankfort for an autopsy. 

Frank X. Walker named 
Kentucky's head poet 

FAYETTE COUNTY (Lexington) — 

Lexington poet, author and teacher Frank X 
Walker has been named Kentucky’s 2013-14 
poet laureate. 

He is the first black writer to receive the 
honor. Walker, a Danville native, is the author 
of five collections of poetry and is an estab¬ 
lished playwright. An associate professor in 
the University of Kentucky’s department of 
English, he is also the director of the African- 
American and Africana studies program and 
the head of the Affrilachian Poets movement. 
Walker, who created the term “Afftilachia” 
to unify Appalachian and African-American 
culture and history, hopes to be a role model 
for kids from humble backgrounds. “I want 
to remind them that books are important, 
developing and using their creativity is im¬ 
portant. Everybody is creative, they just need 
the tools to harness and control their creativ¬ 
ity,” said Walker, 51, who is also the young¬ 
est Kentuckian to be named poet laureate. “I 
grew up in the projects so I want to tell them, 
Your circumstance is not an excuse.’ If you 
commit to something, if you work hard and 
have discipline, you can accomplish any¬ 
thing.” As poet laureate, Walker will promote 
the literary arts through readings at meetings, 
seminars and conferences across the state 
throughout 2013-14. 

House OKs graduation bill 

FRANKLIN COUNTY (Frankfort) 

— A bill that would raise the school drop¬ 
out age in Kentucky from 16 to 18 by July 
2018 passed the House Thursday by a vote of 
87-10. House Bill 224, sponsored by House 
Banking and Insurance Chair Jeff Greer, D- 
Brandenburg, and Rep. Reginald Meeks, D- 
Louisville, now goes to the Senate for consid¬ 
eration, according to a news release from the 
state’s Legislative Research Commission. 

“We need to send a message to our kids in 
our districts throughout this Commonwealth 
that we have expectations of you,” Greer said. 
Approximately 6,000 students drop out of 
high school each year in Kentucky on aver¬ 
age, he said. Kentucky’s compulsory school 
attendance age of 16 was set in 1920. 

Today, a high school diploma is necessary 
to join die military and for most types of em¬ 
ployment, Greer said.

Lebanon Police add 
prescription drop box 

MARION COUNTY (Lebanon ) — 

Marion County residents have a new option 
to dispose of unused prescription medicine. 
Starting Feb. 20, a drop box — available 
24 hours a day, 365 days a year — will be 
placed in the lobby of the Lebanon Police 
Department at 124 W. Mulberry Street. The 
following items can be placed in the drop 
box: Expired or unwanted prescription medi¬ 
cine, over-the-counter medicines, vitamins 
and nutritional supplements, and veterinary 
medications All medication should be in its 
original container. Participants should cross 
out the patient’s name on prescription dmg 
labels, but the name of the medication should 
remain visible. Needles, syringes and liquid 
medications will not be accepted. Lebanon 
Police will supervise the collection site, and 
all medication will be destroyed in an ap¬ 
propriate manner. This program is open to 
the public, regardless of where the medica¬ 
tion was purchased. Many people dispose of 
unwanted medication by pouring it down a 
sink or flushing it in a toilet. As a result antibi¬ 
otics, antidepressants, and hormone medica¬ 
tions have been found in waterways, and this 
can have adverse effects on aquatic species, 
including fish, according to the police depart¬ 
ment. 

Likewise, prescription dmg abuse is a 
problem in Kentucky, and the purpose of the 
program is to raise awareness of prescription 
dmg abuse, particularly among teenagers. 
Many prescription dmg abusers obtain pills 
from medicine cabinets in their own homes 
and the homes of friends and relatives. 

Attorney General Jack Conway has report¬ 
ed that 82 people die monthly in Kentucky 
from dmg overdoses, and 70 percent of peo¬ 
ple who used pain relievers for non-medical 
purposes obtained them from a friend or rela¬ 
tive, according to the 2008 National Survey 
on Dmg and Health. 

Taylor County High School 
deals with threats 

TAYLOR COUNTY (Campbellsville) 

A Taylor County High School freshman 
has been removed from school and police 
are investigating after the student made writ¬ 
ten threats to harm herself and other students 
on Feb. 19. “There was a student that made 
some threats and to do some bodily harm,” 
Taylor County Superintendent Roger Cook 
said. “We took that threat seriously, we turned 
it over to law enforcement, they did some in¬ 
vestigation. That student has been removed 
from the school setting and is getting the help 
they need, and that’s pretty much it.” Parents 
of TCHS students received a phone call from 
Cook via the One Call Now system notify¬ 
ing them of the incident. In the message, he 
commended students for bringing mmors 
of the threats to the attention of the admin¬ 
istration. Cook said he is unable to provide 
many details about the incident, but doesn’t 
believe anyone at TCHS was in any real 
danger. “There was no weapons at school, at 
anytime. No one was in danger today at any 
time.” 

Cook said such incidents are always un¬ 
fortunate, but that similar ones are popping 
up all over the nation. “It’s not just Taylor 
County. It’s happened in Kentucky quite a 
few times here recently,” Cook said. “And 
you never know how truly serious something 
is, but you have to take it serious. You cannot 
sweep it under the mg.” Cook said the Taylor 
County Sheriff’s Office will continue inves¬ 
tigating the incident. 

Kentucky exports at an 
all time high 

FRANKILN COUNTY (Frankfort) — 

Kentucky’s 2012 exports set a new all-time 
annual record, with $22 billion in sales of 
Kentucky-made products and services. With 
exports to 199 nations, the record represents 
a 10 percent growth from 2011, more than 
double the U.S. average growth rate of 4.5 
percent. Gov. Steve Beshear applauded the 
record, saying it shows the efforts of the Ken¬ 
tucky Export Initiative partners to encourage 
businesses to explore or expand their export¬ 
ing opportunities have been paying off. “This 
is a tremendous record for Kentucky, with 
$22 billion in exports surpassing last year’s 
record by more than $2 billion,” Beshear said 
in a sttement. “This shows we are on the right 
path. Expanding markets by selling interna¬ 
tionally is important to our business commu¬ 
nity, to our economy and to all Kentuckians.” 
Comprised of government entities, business 
organizations and trade experts, the KEI 
works to increase Kentucky exports, which 
will lead to new Kentucky jobs and create 
diversified markets for Kentucky products. 
Motor vehicles and parts topped the chart 
with $4.4 billion in export sales. Aerospace 
products and parts were second, with $3.8 
billion, while resin/synthetic mbber came in 
third, accounting for $1.4 billion in exports. 
Kentucky’s top trading partner once again 
is Canada, with $7.3 billion in products and 
services, with Mexico ($1.7 billion), United 
Kingdom ($1.5 billion), Japan ($1.3 billion) 
and Brazil ($1.15 billion) rounding out the 
top five. To further expand trade opportuni¬ 
ties with its leading trade partner, the KEI 
will lead a four-day international business 
trade mission to Toronto in June 2013, a state 
news release said._V

situation, you may want 
to consider purchasing a 
smart power strip to man¬ 
age a group of electronics 
or a conserve power switch 
for small appliances. 

Smart power strips are 
equipped with control 
outlets, switched outlets 
and constant outlets. The 
control outlets manage 
much of the power coming 
into the strip. When you 
plug a device into a con¬ 
trol outlet and it goes into 
sleep mode, the strip will 
cut off the power to it and 
other devices placed on the 
switched outlets. The con¬ 
stant, or hot, outlet con¬ 
tinuously provides power 
only to the product plugged 
into it. This is beneficial if 
you have devices like a fax 
machine or digital video 
recorder (DVR) that need 
to stay on regardless. Smart 
power strips are available 
at office supply stores and 
supercenters. 

Conserve power switch¬ 
es are handy if you find it 
cumbersome to unplug all 
your small appliances or 
electronics after each use. 
These have an on/off switch 
that you can flip to con¬ 
trol the power to a device, 
so you fre not constantly 
plugging and unplugging 
your appliances or elec¬ 
tronics. These switches are 
available online. 

Reducing phantom en¬ 
ergy use is one way to 
become more energy effi¬ 
cient. If you fre interested 
in learning about other 


ways to manage your home 
energy use, the University 
of Kentucky Cooperative 
Extension Service has a 
program to teach you how 
to use an online home en¬ 
ergy self-assessment tool. 
This tool can help you un¬ 
derstand how your home 
uses energy.

“When you harvest the 
product of your field, do not 
completely mow the edge of 
your field or gather the glean¬ 
ings of your harvest. Do not 
glean your vineyard bare or 
gather scattered grapes, but 
leave for the poor and for the 
stranger.” — Leviticus 19:9- 
10 . 

Then there is the famous 
painting, “The Gleaners,” 
painted by the renowned 
French painter Millet in 1859 
showing women picking up 
leftover wheat in a field. 

Gleaning is as old as culti¬ 
vation of crops, but never has 
it been organized as it is today. 
Once we watched a large har¬ 
vester pick up tomatoes on a 
40-acre field in Fayette Coun¬ 
ty. The harvester left behind 
a good tomato eveiy two or 
three feet. Whether they were 
later gleaned, we do not know, 
but what was left would have 
made tomato juice for 2,000 
or 3,000 families. 

Gleaning is organized to¬ 
day by city people in areas 
like California and such areas 
where there are large fields of 
tomatoes, carrots, potatoes, 
com and various fruits. The 
owners allow gleaners to take 
over once the crop is in. 

Most of those doing the 
gleaning are organized into 
groups who hold themselves 
responsible for doing no dam¬ 
age or stealing from other 
crops. They either give away 
the gleanings or in some cases 
sell them at a reduced price on 
the fresh market in volunteer 
work. 

We used to let people pick 
up dropped peaches, since 
a dropped peach is pretty 
well damaged beyond much

use. Once we followed four 
strangers from a distance to 
see they were being honest. 
One of them looked at a large 


peach and said, “Won’t you 
please drop? I could sure use 
you.” 

Then there was the preach¬ 
er from Taylor County who 
said he would like to pick up 
peaches, but was found shak¬ 
ing the tree and then picking 
them up. Enough said. 

In a normal year of garden¬ 
ing we have a lot of gleaners 
in the county. Many of them 
are invited by neighbors, as 
such was the case last week 
when a neighbor offered us 
tomatoes. A lot of gleanings 
go to Cincinnati and other 
cities where gardening is 
impossible. They leave with 
the frunks of their cars loaded 
down. They may raid one or 


several gardens, and are, of 
course, welcome. 

“Just bring back the fruit 
jars, please.” 

This may be the worst 
year for gleaning in 53 years 
what with hot weather and 
little rain. There will be some 
apples, which are generally 
sold for around $3 a bushel 
after the crop is picked. Some 
come out of the orchards with 
some remarkably nice apples, 
because once an apple drops 
it is presumed bmised and 
left where it falls. 

About the only thing we 
gave away this year were 
cucumbers and squash of 
which there is a surplus eveiy 
year. We gave away about 75 


muskmelons to neighbors and 
friends. 

Better luck next year.

A Casey County man 
was among 13 persons 
indicted on Monday in 
Casey Circuit Court. 

David L. Bryant, 58, of 
938 Martin Road, Liberty, 
was indicted for first-de¬ 
gree wanton endanger- 
ment and menacing when 
he allegedly pulled a gun 
on Thurman Bagby on 
June 15, 2012. 

Bryant was also charged 
with leaving the scene of 
an accident after he had 
been in an accident with 
Bagby. 

Also, Bryant was 
charged with possession of 
a handgun by a convicted 
felon, having been con¬ 
victed in two prior cases in 
1994 and 1998 on a fourth 
offense DUI charge and 


possession of marijuana, 
respectively.

A Stanford man has been 
sentenced to five years in 
prison and denied proba¬ 
tion for his part in a theft 
last summer at Hickory 
Hills Country Club.

A Casey County consta¬ 
ble has been arrested on a 
felony charge for a second 
time within the past three 
months. 

Joseph Glenn Nutgrass, 
39, of Liberty, was arrest¬ 
ed on Feb. 14 by Deputy 
Chad Weddle at the Casey 
County Sheriff’s Office 
and charged with theft by 
failure to make required 
disposition of property. 

The arrest warrant states 
that on Nov. 16, 2011, 
Nutgrass, doing business 
as Liberty Homebuild¬ 
ers, unlawfully obtained 
$5,029.80 from Tracy He- 
brock, which represented 
payment for the purchase 
and installation of four ga¬ 
rage doors. 

The warrant further states 
that Nutgrass failed to pay 
Ricky Cromer $4,754.80 
for the price of the doors. 

Nutgrass was released 
from the Casey County Jail 
on his own recognizance. 
Calls to Nutgrass weren’t 
immediately returned. 

In a separate and unre¬ 
lated case, Nutgrass was

Nutgrass has served as 
a constable in District 2 in 
Casey County since 2010. 
He will be up for re-elec¬ 
tion in 2014. 

Nutgrass was arrested by 
Trooper Mike Woodrum 
on Dec. 22 and lodged in 
the Casey County Deten¬ 
tion Center, court records 
indicate. He was released 
on Dec. 24 after posting a 
$5,000 cash bond, accord¬ 
ing to jail records. 

Nutgrass, who appeared 
in Mercer County Circuit 
Court on Feb. 15, is sched¬ 
uled for another hearing on 
April 16.

March. 

And while the news of 
the CDBG funds is encour¬ 
aging, it also brings a sense 
of pressure with it. 

The grant specifies that 
the county will advertise 
the college for bids within 
four months and a contract 
will be awarded within five 
months from the date of 
the executed agreement. If 
the project cannot be ad¬ 
vertised for bids and under 
contract within the given 
time frame, the county will 
have to inform DLG that 
it will not accept the fund¬ 
ing. 

However, the county can 
reapply for the funding 
when the project is ready 
to bid. 

Liberty Mayor Steve 
Sweeney, who’s convinced 
that the college is going to 
be built, said that all par¬ 
ties concerned will have to 
issue an all hands on deck 
call. 

“We’ve got a lot of meet¬ 
ings to have and fund rais¬ 
ing will begin in earnest. 
We have to be able to se¬ 


cure funds before we can 
bid it out,” Sweeney said. 

Architects from CMW, 
Inc. of Lexington, are in 
the final stages of design 
completion and these plans, 
once approved by local of¬ 
ficials overseeing the proj¬ 
ect, will have to be sub¬ 
mitted to the state for final 
approval, Sweeney said. 

Architect Jack Ballard 
said that the building, with 
about 15,000-square feet, 
will feature six classrooms, 
a large community room 
that can be divided into 
two additional classrooms, 
a computer lab, student 
lounge, a Workforce Invest¬ 
ment Act office and other 
administration offices. 

In addition to restrooms, 
the 2,300-square foot base¬ 
ment will be used for stor¬ 
age. 

The classrooms, each 
of which should accom¬ 
modate about 30 students, 
will be wired for the lat¬ 
est technology and will be 
constructed in a manner 
that will allow for easy up¬ 
grades, Ballard said. 

In other business, magis¬ 


trates: 

■ Awarded a pass through 
grant of $50,000 to Snap- 
Dolls owner Stacey Beeler. 
The grant, awarded and ap¬ 
proved by the Cabinet for 
Economic Development, 
is from funds that had been 
repaid to the county by 
OBG (OshKosh) Manufac¬ 
turing Co., who originally 
got the grant in 2003. The 
company, which closed 
the end of 2005, repaid the 
money because it failed to 
keep 60 employees on the 
payroll for five years, part 
of the grant agreement. 

Beeler has agreed to em¬ 
ploy 10 workers in Casey 
County manufacturing the 
children’s line of doll cloth¬ 
ing until Dec. 31, 2017 or 
she would have to repay 
the money to the county. 

Magistrates David 
Phelps, Jamie Maupin, and 
Kenny Morgan supported 
the motion while David 
“Frog” Wethington cast the 
lone no vote. When asked 
why, Wethington said, “I 
can’t say.” 

■ Approved a contract 
with Mike Adams for elec¬ 
trical inspection and code 


enforcement services for 
the Uniform State Building 
Code in Casey County. 

■ Approved a 2 percent 
pay raise for all non-elect- 
ed county workers, retroac¬ 
tive to the first Monday in 
January. 

■ Will advertise for bids 
for a new boiler for the 
Casey County Detention 
Center, which may cost in 
excess of $20,000. 

■ Adopted a resolution 
for application for body ar¬ 
mor vests for the sheriff’s 
department for $3,300. If 
approved for this amount, 
the county would have to 
pay the remaining $600. 

■ Added Brad Johnson 
and Mark Wethington as 
members of the Gateway 
Park Board, bringing the 
total number of members 
to seven. 

■ Approved Trea¬ 
surer Debbie Vaughn’s 
monthly financial report, 
which shows the fol¬ 
lowing fund balances: 
General, $737,647.32; 
Road, $928,080.22; Jail, 
$930,484.53; LGEA, 
$78,745.18; and E-911, 
$27,170.70.

Rogers said the decision 
to no longer offer adop¬ 
tions will save the county 
about $250,000 a year. 

He said the county has 
continually properly cared 
for the animals that come 
to the shelter. 

An attorney representing 
a shelter employee, who 
wasn’t named, expressed 
concern that an out-of-town 
attorney was following the 
worker so much that the 
worker felt harassed, Rog¬ 
ers said. 

Rogers said it is in the 
best interest of the commu¬ 
nity that the shelter no lon¬ 
ger operate as a pet adop¬ 
tion agency. The decision 
to do this was unanimous. 

“[Magistrates] acted 
in the best interest of our 


community,” Rogers said. 

All magistrates attend¬ 
ed the press conference, 
though none spoke. 

At the end of the press 
conference, Rogers said he 
would take no questions. 

After television media 
representatives questioned 
him anyway, he and Taylor 
County Attorney John Ber¬ 
tram made statements and 
responded to questions. 

Bertram said magis¬ 
trates’ actions will actually 
save taxpayers money. 

Rogers said stray ani¬ 
mals will be housed at the 
shelter and taken once a 
day to whichever county 
contracts to house Taylor 
County animals. He said 
the animals will be kept at 
that shelter for five days 
before being eligible for 
adoption. 


When asked to respond 
to a humane society re¬ 
port that states the shelter 
has treated animals inhu¬ 
manely, Rogers said he has 
never seen such a report. 

Bertram said Taylor 
County is a small county 
and has few employees that 
can devote time to answer¬ 
ing requests like the one 
received last week, which 
contained 27 requests for 
information. 

Bertram said such re¬ 
quests can become burden¬ 
some to county employees, 
when they require them to 
stop their work and spend 
hours to formulate a re¬ 
sponse. He said the issue 
isn’t that the requests are 
illegal, only that they are 
time consuming. 

Bertram and Rogers de¬ 
nied accusations that ani¬ 


mals and money are miss¬ 
ing from the shelter. 

Rogers said he believes 
the shelter was operating 
well, but the decision to 
discontinue adoptions is 
best. 

“It’s the best for the com¬ 
munity at this point,” he 
said. “It’s saving taxpayer 
money.” 

Bertram said the county 
will address any issues, 
should they arise, with 
the use of the shelter’s 
$150,000 grant it received 
to build a new shelter. 

“We’re in the top of any 
animal shelters in the state 
of Kentucky, in the care for 
animals,” Rogers said. 

Rogers said all four of 
the shelter employees will 
remain county employees 
and no positions have been 
eliminated.

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Hatter's annual evaluation:'Vision, focus, strong character'

Casey County School Su¬ 
perintendent Linda Hatter’s 
annual evaluation mirrors the 
past nine that she’s had, with 
Board of Education members 
heaping praise upon praise on 
the District’s top official. 

Speaking during the 
Board’s Feb. 11 meeting, 
Chairman Ken Coffinan said 
that Hatter exhibits an excel¬ 
lent work ethic. 

“Mrs. Hatter makes our 
job really easy and we really 
appreciate the hard work she 
puts into her job.” Coffinan 
said. 

Board Member Mari¬ 
lyn Coffey talked about the 
evaluation not being a mbber 
stamp approval for Hatter. 

“There are seven catego¬ 
ries and 62 indicators. It’s a 
pretty thorough evaluation 
and I think Mrs. Hatter does a 
super job in all of those,” she 
said. 

Coffey went on to laud 
Hatter’s leadership abilities. 

“I think this board has a 


real strong commitment to 
academic achievement and 
we also have high expecta¬ 
tions for staff in terms of ef¬ 
fectiveness and efficiency 
and I think Mrs. Hatter shows 
strong leadership in imple¬ 
menting initiatives in our 
district to help carry out those 
goals that the board expects,” 
Coffey said, adding that Hat¬ 
ter exhibits “vision, focus and 
strong character.” 

Board Member Michael 
Turner paid tribute to Hatter’s 
leadership concerning the 
District’s finances. 

“In tougher economic 
times, she’s tough to beat 
handling different situations 
and money, balancing each 
department and keeping ev¬ 
erybody motivated and fo¬ 
cused on the primary goal of 
keeping everybody pumped 
up to teach these kids,” Turn¬ 
er said. 

Hatter was hired as super¬ 
intendent in May 2003, as¬ 
suming duties on July 1. Her 
first three evaluations, from 
Dec. 15,2004 to Feb. 8,2006, 
on a scale of 1 to 3 — with 3 
being “exceeds expectations” 


— Hatter averaged 2.9. 

The formula was changed 
in 2008 to reflect a rating de¬ 
scription of “meets standard,” 
or “does not meet standard.” 

School board members 
were asked to judge Hatter’s 
performance based on seven 
criteria — community rela¬ 
tionships, relationship with 
the board, business and fi¬ 
nance, staff and personnel re¬ 
lationships, educational lead¬ 
ership, student achievement, 
and personal qualities. 

Hatter, 56, a native of 
Casey County, taught fourth 
grade at Liberty Elementary 
School for 11 years and then 
served two years as assistant 
principal at LES. 

Before being hired as su¬ 
perintendent, Hatter was the 
instructional supervisor at the 
central office for 11 years. 

In other business, the 
board: 

■ Heard Casey County 
Middle School Principal 
Kathy Fogle give an over¬ 
view of Sie programs and 
classes offered to students. 


Fogle listed 23 instruc¬ 
tional practices, initiatives, 
and intervention programs 
implemented at the school to 
support student learning and 
reinforcing school goals and 
state mandates. 

Among those, Fogle said, 
were professional learning 
communities, where teachers 
meet weekly to analyze les¬ 
sons and teaching strategies 
and to design assessments 
taken directly from core 
content. For students, Fogle 
said that learning targets are 
placed in each classroom and 
all seventh and eighth grad¬ 
ers have an extra 12 weeks of 
math instruction while sev¬ 
enth graders have an extra 12 
weeks of reading instruction, 
among others. 

■ Heard reports from prin¬ 
cipals of the district’s five 
schools on specific strategies 
to address subgroup achieve¬ 
ment gaps, defined as the 
difference in performance be¬ 
tween low-income students, 
students with disabilities, and 
minority students compared 
to others on standardized tests. 
Fiberty Elementary Prin¬ 


cipal Boyd Harris outlined 
three goals with objectives, 
strategies, and activities, one 
of which is to demonstrate 
a proficiency of combined 
reading and mathematics for 
FES students from 60.7 per¬ 
cent in 2012 to 80.4 percent 
in 2017. 

■ Heard Director of Pupil 
Personnel Kevin Stephens 
say that Jones Park Elemen¬ 
tary had won the fifth month 
high attendance award with 
a 95.77 percentage. In addi¬ 
tion, Stephens said that with 
the exception of the fourth 
month, JPE has been above 
95 percent this year. The av¬ 
erage attendance for the dis¬ 
trict for the fifth month stands 
at 94.60. 

■ Heard Hatter report on 
the following personnel ac¬ 
tion: 

At FES, Jemsha Sweeney 
was hired as an instructional 
assistant. 

At Walnut Hill Elementary, 
Drew Carey was hired as a 
teacher while Sara Bucking¬ 
ham and Melissa Baez were 
hired as cooks.

The 47th District Tour¬ 
nament kicked off yes¬ 
terday at Somerset High 
School where both the girls 
and boys games are being 
played. 

Boys Tournament 

The Rebels were unable 
to win any district games 
during the regular season 
and took the number four 
seed position for the tour¬ 
nament. 

The Rebels played in 
Tuesday’s opening game 
against the number one 
ranked Pulaski County Ma¬ 
roons (21-6, 5-1). Casey 
lost to Pulaski twice during 
the regular season. Results 
of the game were unavail¬ 
able at press time. 

“We’ve got a huge chal¬ 
lenge ahead of us,” stated 
head coach Darry Burkett. 
“(Pulaski) is ranked in the 
state for a reason. I have 
no idea if Skyler (Wright) 
or Matt (Bianconi) will 
be back for that game, but 
I believe in my kids. Re¬ 
gardless of who we put out 
there I know they’ll fight 
their hearts out.” 

Wright and Bianconi 
have not played in the most 
recent two games for the 
Rebels due to illness. 

The Somerset Briar 
Jumpers (17-8, 5-1), which 
was the only team to defeat 
Pulaski in the district, took 
the number 2 seed and will 
face the Rockcastle County 


Rockets (7-21, 2-4) tonight 
at 7 p.m. 

The boys’ championship 
game will be held on Fri¬ 
day at 7 p.m. 

Girls Tournament 

Despite beginning regu¬ 
lar season district play with 
a loss, the Lady Rebels 
went on to win the remain¬ 
der of their games and take 
the number one seed for the 
tournament. 

Both opening games are 
being held tomorrow eve¬ 
ning, Casey playing at 6:30 
p.m. 

As the number one seed, 
Casey plays the number 
four seed, which turns out 
to be the only team they 
took a regular season loss 
to Pulaski County. 

The Lady Rebels’ loss 
to Pulaski came on Dec. 7, 
55-48. Casey came back to 
capture a win over Pulaski 
on Jan. 15, 56-49. 

“Both games have been 
seven point games,” said 
Coach Randy Salyers. 
“The first game, that was 
Jasmine’s (Johnson) first 
game back in the season 
with that bruised knee and 
the other game Katie Doug¬ 
las didn’t play because she 
was sick.” 

“We match up good with 
Pulaski,” said Salyers. 
“They don’t have good size 
and they have good guards. 
We’re going to have to be 
able to stop that dribble 
penetration.” 

Following Casey’s game, 
number 2 seed Rockcastle 


County will face number 
three seed Somerset. 

Rockcastle won the 
teams’ initial meeting on 
Dec. 7, 67-53; however, 
Somerset pulled out a six- 
point victory in their sec¬ 


ond match-up on Jan. 1, 
58-52. 

The winning teams of 
Thursday’s games will play 
for the district title on Sat¬ 
urday at 7 p.m.

Casey seniors sign to play college football

It’s rare for two team¬ 
mates who’ve known one 
another since childhood to 
play the same sport togeth¬ 
er all through high school. 
It’s even less common to 
go on to the college level 
still sporting the same jer¬ 
sey as that teammate. 

Alex Bolin and Tyler 
Padgett will be one of 
those rare exceptions next 
summer when they head to 
train and condition with the 
University of the Cumber- 
lands Patriot football team 
in Williamsburg, Ky. 

Bolin and Padgett ac¬ 
cepted scholarships to play 
for the University of the 
Cumberlands last week af¬ 
ter being pursued by mul¬ 
tiple schools since before 
the end of their high school 
season. 

“Campbellsville, Lind¬ 
sey (Wilson) and Cum¬ 
berlands started talking to 
me and I liked all of the 
schools,” Bolin said. “Me 
and Tyler went and visited 
all the schools together and 
we kind of decided, if it 
was possible, we’d go to 
school with each other.” 

Both Rebels saw highly 
successful high school ca¬ 
reers, earning area recogni¬ 
tion. 

Bolin, Casey’s star run¬ 
ning back, was the first 
Rebel to break 2,000 yards 
in a season. Padgett was 
a leading lineman for the 
Rebels throughout his high 
school career with an 84 
percent blocking rate this 
past season. Both players 
earned All-Area and All- 
District honors. Bolin was 
named the District Player 
of the Year. 

“After the season ended 
we started going on visits 
and our first visit was to 
Campbellsville,” Padgett 
said, admitting that Camp¬ 
bellsville was where he 


was initially drawn. 

“Where the high school 
does some credits through 
Campbellsville, I’d already 
been on a visit and I liked 
it so that was one of my 
top choices. Then I went 
to Lindsey and I liked it 
too and we finally went to 
Cumberland last,” he said. 

The Patriots went 10-2 
last season and finished 
second in the Mid-South 
Conference East. Their fi¬ 
nal national ranking among 
the National Association 
of Intercollegiate Athletics 
(NAIA) was seventh. They 
earned a playoff spot and 
advanced into the second 
round. 

Both Bolin and Padgett 
agreed the major deciding 
points were the same. Cum¬ 
berlands not only made the 
best offer, but also showed 
the most interest. 

“I liked how everything 
was set up. The school 
probably had the nicest 
campus out of all of them,” 
Bolin said. “I like how the 
coaches take the time for 
checking on you and see¬ 
ing how everything is go¬ 
ing. They seemed like they 
wanted me more and that 
influenced me to go there.” 

Padgett agrees. 

“It was the best offer, 
they have a really nice 
campus and a really good 
team too, so that’s where 
we wanted to go,” Padgett 
said. 

However, they had their 
individual motivations 
for choosing the school as 
well. 

“I liked the offense they 
ran there and their team 
and that started to influence 
my decision,” Bolin said. 
“(Their offense) is better 
for me where I run the ball 
a lot. It’s kind of set up bet¬ 
ter for the style I’m used to 
running.” 

Padgett also sees a lot of 
opportunity as a lineman at 
Cumberlands. 


“They had 23 freshmen 
to start on their varsity team 
and this year they had three 
seniors, offensive linemen, 
leaving and they’ve got 
three open spots,” Padgett 
said. “I’ve just got to get 
down there and work hard 
and you never know. I 
might start varsity. If not, I 
can always play J.V. too.” 

Bolin hopes to move into 
a starting running back po¬ 
sition in time, but is look¬ 
ing to make a special teams 
position on varsity while 
earning solid J.V. time in 
his freshman season. 

While it was each indi¬ 
vidual’s own decision, they 
took to heart the advice of 
those who have been a part 
of their football careers so 
far. 

“My dad went on all of 
the visits with me and he 
said he really thinks (Cum¬ 
berlands will) treat me 
(best),” Bolin said. “Coach 
Marple told me after they 
heard the offer that it ain’t 
going to get much better 
than that and I better get 
on it.” 

Padgett knows the travel 
may mean family and for¬ 


mer fans will not make it to 
a lot of games. 

“(The Cumberlands 
coach) called our parents 
and my dad called me and 
said he was really proud of 
me. They’ll make it to any 
game they can.” 

However, he remains 
excited about the travel 
ahead. 

“We’ve lived in Casey 
County and now we’ll 
get to travel to Tennessee, 
Georgia sometimes, Ala¬ 
bama,” Padgett said. 

Bolin and Padgett hope 
to room together on cam¬ 
pus, but they will likely be 
pursuing different educa¬ 
tional tracks. 

Bolin is still a little un¬ 
sure of what track he will 
take with his studies, but 
says personal training or a 
sports medicine track is on 
his radar. 

Padgett, on the other 
hand, knows he wants to 
pursue physical education 
and health. 

Bolin is the son of Terry 
and Sandra Bolin. Padgett 
is the son of Gladys Bene¬ 
dict and Shane Padgett.

Trout stockings in small 
lakes underway across Ky.

Trout stockings are under¬ 
way at many lakes around 
Kentucky. 

The Kentucky Depart¬ 
ment of Fish and Wildlife 
Resources stocked more 
than 31,000 rainbow trout 
measuring at least 9 inches 
long at 26 lakes. The larg¬ 
est stocking will occur at 
Cedar Creek Lake in Lin¬ 
coln County, where employ¬ 
ees will divide 9,000 trout 
among stocking locations 
at each of the lake’s three 
ramps. 

The FINs program, which 
includes 39 lakes around the 
state, is designed to provide 
better fishing opportunities 


to cities and population cen¬ 
ters around the state. Most of 
these lakes receive their ini¬ 
tial stockings of trout in Feb¬ 
ruary and catfish in March. 

Other areas receiving 
trout include lakes in Boyle, 
Fayette, Franklin, Hender¬ 
son, Hopkins, Jefferson 
Jessamine, Knox, Marion, 
Meade, Madison, Mont¬ 
gomery, Nelson, Scott and 
Union counties. 

Anglers who are required 
to have a fishing license 
must have a trout permit to 
keep these fish. Kids under 
the age of 16 do not need a 
fishing license or a permit. 
Signs posted at each lake 
detail daily limits and size 
limits of fish.

The Lady Rebels held 
the top ranked team in the 
12th Region to 55 points 
and came up short 15, 55- 
40 last Friday night in their 
final regular season game.

ness. 

“We started four for¬ 
wards and one guard and 
Lincoln was like sharks 
smelling blood in the wa¬ 
ter,” Burkett continued. 

With four forwards start¬ 
ing, ball handlers were 
lacking on the Rebel of¬ 
fense and Lincoln put up 
27 points in the first quarter 
on Friday night. 

The Patriots went on to 
score 49 points by the end 
of the first half, 15 coming 
directly off of Casey turn¬ 
overs. 

“I was disappointed we 
didn’t compete better when 
things started going bad, 
but it was like an avalanche 
we couldn’t control,” the 
coached said. “Give Lin¬ 
coln credit for never letting 
up.”

Late winter is prime time 
for sauger and walleye

Kentucky Afield Outdoors 

If fishing is one of your 
true loves, then think of Val¬ 
entine’s Day as the start of 
the best fishing of the year 
for sauger and walleye in 
Kentucky rivers and tailwa- 
ters. The water may still be 
cold with temperatures in 
the high 30s and low 40s, 
but the fishing can be hot. 

The best opportunity of 
the year to catch sauger in 
numbers is when they gang 
up below dams, prior to 
spawning. 

Kentucky has six rivers 
that support quality sauger 
fisheries — the Mississip¬ 
pi, Ohio, Kentucky, lower 
Green, lower Tennessee and 
Cumberland. Statewide, 
there’s a daily creel limit 
of six sauger, with no mini¬ 
mum size limit; however, 
special regulations apply in 
some waters. 

Walleye are present in six 
central and eastern Kentucky 
lakes: Lake Cumberland, 
Laurel River Lake, Carr 
Fork Lake, Nolin River 
Lake, Paintsville Lake and 
Green River Lake. These 
fishable populations were 


established through decades 
of stockings and intensive 
management. They began in 
the 1960s when the fisheries 
division stocked the Lake 
Erie strain of walleye, which 
is more suited to lake envi¬ 
ronments. 

In the late winter, the tail- 
waters below Lake Cumber¬ 
land and Green River Lake 
probably offer the best op¬ 
portunities to catch walleye 
this time of year. 

Statewide, there’s a 15- 
inch minimum size limit on 
walleye and a six-fish daily 
creel limit. 

Sauger and walleye are 
closely related, members of 
family Percidae. Walleye 
have a prominent dark blotch 
on the first dorsal fin. Color¬ 
ation is dark green on the 
back. The yellowish sides 
have faint markings, and the 
belly is milky white. Sauger 
are darker, with distinctive 
brown saddlelike markings 
across their back and sides. 

The current license year 
expires Feb. 28. If you plan 
to fish after March 1, you’ll 
need to buy a new fishing 
license. For more informa¬ 
tion, visit fw.ky.gov or 
call 1-877-598-2401.

Additional studies have shown a link between alcohol con¬ 
sumption and cancers of the liver and colon. No fewer than 100 studies have 
found an increased risk of breast cancer with increasing alcohol intake. Con¬ 
sult your physician about what constitutes a healthy consumption of alcohol. 


Maintain a Healthy Weight 

A report from the National Institutes of Health that examined 
being overweight and obesity in men and women found that car¬ 
rying excessive weight substantially increases an adults risk of 
getting breast, colorectal, endometrial (uterine), and prostate can¬ 
cers.
